Japan import fire crackers, tea. silk and other 
thing s — but confine their silk to something else 
besides small American flag s. 
The fault lies with g ov ernment officials to p e r­ 
mit this outrag e. 
And the speaker probably 
would say th at such officials hav e not caug ht 
the spirit of Washing ton. 
Neither hav e they 
caug ht the spirit of America! 
They are probably the same officials in W ash­ 
ing ton that shocked the newspaper industry sev ­ 
eral months ag o. Newspapers all ov er the U. S. 
were sent promotional material boosting the NRA 
and telling business men how to g o about g etting 
a Blue Eag le.

KING ALBERT'OF BELGIUM 
America mourns with Belg ium ov er the loss of 
such a g allant and affable leader as King Al­ 
bert. He lost his life in participation of the 
sport he loved so well, mountain climbing , and 
in his death. Belg ium has lost its g reatest ruler 
and the world has lost a g entleman and friend. 
King Albert and Queen Elizabeth were taken 
into the hearts of Americans on their g ood-will 
v isit to this country just after the World war. He 
was democratic and straig htforward with the 
people here as he was among his own people in 
Belg ium. His unaffected m anner and friendly 
attitude won him friends wherev er he appeared. 
Futile as it was, the part th at Belg ium play ed 
in the World war, in its effort to stop the G er­ 
man inv asion of Europe, is recorded in history 
as one of the most g allant stands ev er made by 
any nation. The stubborn resistance of the small 
Belg ian forces was planned and led by King Al­ 
bert to the v ery last, with him finally being 
forced to seek refug e in France until after the 
war. 
King Albert was one crown head who came 
back after the World war to enjoy a strong er 
role of leadership than before. Other king doms 
crumbled and turned republics. Some countries 
releg ated their king s to minor importance with 
dictators to lead the way , but not so in Belg ium. 
King Albert returned to his country to g ather 
the broken string s of g ov ernment and bring or­ 
der out of the chaos into which.the country had 
been thrown due to the German inv asion. So 
aptly did he accomplish the task and so wisely 
he led the way , that his country was one of the 
first to recov er from the ill effects of the war. 
No ruler was ev er more popular with his peo­ 
ple. He was king in substance as well as name 
but nev er lost sig ht of friendliness and helpful 
cooperation with his subjects.
